FATITER JOSEPH. 
From “ Memorable Scenes from French ITitsory.” 
A relative of Mademoiselle Lafayetre was a person of too much im- 





portance in hiimsel!, and too intimately connected with the career of 


Richelien, to be passed by without notice. This person was the cel- 
ebrated Father Joseph. In some respects the character of this man was 
superior to that of Richelieu, in others, it was inferior. He possessed a 
degree of firmness, and stoical indifference to the vicissitudes of fortune, 
of which Richelieu was destitute; for the latter was ever suspicious and 
fearful of impending danger and disgrace. Joseph did not possess the 
profound, far-reaching craftiness of Richlieu, He was confounded by 
the long and tangled details of a great intrigue, in the unravelment and 


direction of which his master found his greatest glory and delight. But 
the craft of Father Joseph was that petty, superficial cunning, which 


characterizes feeble, though supple and hypocritical or treacherous minds, 
Joseph was, in a word, the imp, the inferior devil of the great Beelze- 
bub who so absolutely ruled him, the king, and France. Possessing the 
utmost respect for the talents of his master, admiring his principles, and 
applauding his projects, as far as he comprehended tieir nature and their 
intended effects. le was in every sense a servant aud assistant to Riche- 
lieu of inestimable value. 

And yet, the cardinal entertained no more real or sincere regard for 
Father Joseph, than he did for any one else. After some years of de- 
voted service to his master, Joseph thought that it was high time for 
him to receive some splendid and substantial remuneration, Lis ambi- 
tion did not allow him to be satistied with anything less than a cardinal’s 
hat, or at least, with the archbishoprie of Rheims. 
such aspirations might have been apparent to any one from the fact, 
that an elevation so high would have rendered Joseph a rival of his mas- 
ter, and would have put an end forever to his dependence and subser- 
viency. Richelieu readily found abundant pretexts for delaying the 
accouiplishinent of these wishes of his most trasted servant. He indeed 
offered him the bishopric of Mans, as a commencement of his elevation. 

* But Joseph refused ; and redoubled his importunities tora eardinal’s hat. 
Richelieu, to appease his eagerness, instructed his ambassador at the 
papal court to commence negotiations on the subject; but at the same 
time he took such secret measures as effectually thwarted the furtherance 
of the project. 

There are not wanting persons who contend that Father Joseph was 
aman of great capacity. Grotius, for instance declares that he sketched 
all the outlines of Richclieu’s measures, and that the latter put the tin- 
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The absurdity of | 
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ishing touch to them, It is certain, that the monk was admitted to all | 





the great state secrets of his master; that he was deputed to negotiate 
with kings, princes, and the highest potentates of Europe. One of his 
greatest merits in the estimation of Richelieu was his utter ard daring 
unsecrupulousness, Which never hesitated at the perpetration of the most 
desperate and outrageous measures, Thus he once se:.t an officer with 
an important message into Germany, the particulars of which, however, 
were so severe and cruel, that the oflicer supposed that there must have 
been an error in his instructions, He returned for more explicit diree- 
tions, and found Father Joseph celebrating mass. Being pressed for 
time, he approached the priest and whispered, “Suppose these people 
defend themselves, what must Ido?” Suspending for a moment his 
sacred functions, Joseph turned aside, and whispered to the officer, 
* Quon tue tout”—Kill them all! and then proceeded to finish the 
tuss. 

At length, when the importunities of Father Joseph for the cardi- 
nal’s hat beeame so urgent as to be inconvenient, he was seized with a 
mortal disease, and opportunely died. Some have asserted that he wag 
poisoned by the orders of Richelieu. There is no evidence of the truth 
of this charge, except that the unscrupulous ambition of the cardinal 
would have led him thus to rid himselfof aman who was becoming 
dangerous and an aspiring rival. But such evidence can hardly be re- 
garded as satisfactory and conclusive. Whatever may have been the 
real fact in the ease, Richelieu kept up the utmost show of tender triend- 
ship toward him to the last, and even had him removed, shortly pre- 
vious to his death, to his own palace at Ruel. While Father Joseph wag 
lving on his death-bed, Richelieu entered his apartment, and wishing to 
give him the greatest encouragement in his power, in harmony with the 
character of his servant, he exclaimed, “ Cowage! Father Joseph, 
courage! Our troops have taken Brisach!” The monk died in Decem- 
ber, 1638, and Richelieu exclaimed, when he was informed of his death, 
*T have lost my right arm.” He pretended to shed tears over his 
grave; Which display of sensibility induced the simple Louis XIID. to 
sav: “T have lost one of my best subjects, and Monsieur le Cardinal his 
confidant and intimate friend.” 


Witerary Intelligence. 


The last number of Life Il/ustrated, published by Fowler & Wells, con- 
tains a very broad and sweeping assertion, extensively copied by the press, 
the gist of which is contained in the allegation that ‘ scarcely a publisher 
has escaped from the list of failed or suspended.” Whereupon it gives the 
name of one house in Boston, one house in Philadelphia, one house in 
Cincinnati, five, including the publishers of Life J/lustrated, in New York, 
who have suspended during the panic. and three others in the same city, 
whose failures happened long before any panic pressure; besides which 
are mentioned one firm of periodical publishers and one book-auction 
house. This list does not appear sufliciently formidable to sustain a state- 
ment calculated to seriously affect the credit of the Book Trade of the 
U. ited States both at home and abroad; and it need excite no surprise, 
that the great majority of the Trade who have met their engagements, 
notwithstanding what financial difficulties were interposed, and who, while 
not denying their sympathies to those who have been compelled to sue- 
cumb, have no inclination to be gratuitously and unjustly proclaimed 
bankrupts, should feel indignant at the charge. We give, as an expression 
of this teeling, two communications, respectively from the Herald and Evening 
Post. 

In this morning’s issue you publish an extract taken from the New York 
Life Iilustrated, which says :—“ There is scarcely a publisher who escaped 
from the list of failed or suspended.’ 

Now in the cities of New York, Boston, and Philadelphia, there are up- 
wards of two hundred book publishers and booksellers, some of whom do a 
business of $1,000,000 per annum, and the reported failures and suspensions 
in the book-trade of those cities do not exceed tweuty, many of which took 
place long before the ** panic ” came on. : . 

No other branch of business has stood the shock so well. 

It, is easy to account for the motive in penning this slander, as the pub- 
lishers of Life Iilustrated have themselves failed, and seck to conceal, under 
a sweeping accusation against all the trade, the stigma which necessarily at- 
taches to it. SCLY, 

It is hard to divine the motive for so untrue a statement. The truth is 
that no important branch of trade has better withstood this financial tem- 
pest than the book-publishers, Of the very few who have thus stopped, 
several are known to be chronic eases of weaknesa, 

To make out the above list of fifteen, the writer has been obliged to include: 

1. The failures in Philadelphia, Boston, and Cincinnati, a3 well asin New 
York ; 

2. Houses which stopped months since, before the present panic was 
thought of; 

3. Periodical publishers, and even an auctioneer, who never published 
book. 

It seems to me, therefore, that instead of showing that there is ‘scarcely 
a publisher who has escaped,” this li-t proves that the book publishers have 
shown remarkable strength. Ilarper & Brothers are the leading New York 


bovk-publishing house in the above list who have stopped during the present 
panic, and it is uaderstood that they show a million surplus. M. 
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Cuarces Mackay.—We announced some six months ago that this dis- 
tinguished man of letters was about to pay a visit to America, with the view 
of surveying the numberless objects of interest presented by the Wes'ern 
World, especially the laws and institutions of the American Republic, and 
their influence on the political and social development of a great country, 
Cireumstaiuces occurred to defer his departure; but we understand that he 
will sail this day per the Asia. 

We former'y gave our American readers a biographical notice of Mackay, 
with a sketch of his literary character, from a kindred pen—that of the late 
Angus Reach—whose untimely death has been so much and so justly lamented. 
Mr. Reach’s picture is equally truthful and comprehensive; but one particu- 
lar feature might be more specially deseribed—Mackay’s genius as a song- 
writer, in which capacity, we conceive, he stands pre-eminent and alone. 

The immense importance of the songs of a people, for good or ill, upon 
the people's character has been observed in all times and countries, and the 
rulers of na ious have used them as a powerful engiue for acting upon the 
popular feelings and the popular wil. The atrocities of the first French 
revolution were stimulated by the shouts of * Ca ira,” and the * Carmagnole,” 
while the patriotic ardor of the Republican armies was raised to enthusiasm 
by the grand choral swell of the ** Marseillaise.” Among the great poets of 
all times and countries, it is the song writers, we think, who have incurred 
the deepest responsibility both to God and man, for the use they have made 
of their “talent.” But there are few of these who appear to have been 
fully aware of the power of the weapon they were wielding, or to have had 
any consistent or definite object in the use of it. The same man is now all 
purity and virtue, now a voluptuous sybarite; now a stern moralist, now a 
careless scoffer; 1.ow extolling the pleasures of innocence, now revelling in 
the joys of “love and wine,” or, in other words, seusuality and drunkenness. 

It is the glory of Charles Mackay that from every such charge he is entirely 
free. In his sorgs, as in all his writings, he has one great purpose at heart, 
from which he never deviates fora moment—the prom tion of human virtue 
and human happiuess. Free government, equal laws, liberal institutions, an en- 
lightened spirit in the ruling powers, the diffusion among all classes of the best 
feelings and charities of social and domestic lite---these are the objects which 
he pursues in every line of his writings. In this respect it may be said that he 
stands alone; at least we know of no other of whom the same thing can be 
said to an equal extent. Mackay has been compared to Béranger ; but in 
this point of view, at all events, the comparison does not hold, LBéranger is 
a Frenchman to the backbone—as thorough a Parisian as our own Charles 
Lamb was a Londoner; and his verses are reflections of the most prevalent 
French feelings, even the most irrational. His verses, moreover, abound in 
impurities, and are often polluted with indecencies, not to say obscenities, 
which in England would savor of Holywell street, and come under Lord 
Campbell’s Act. Béranger is a captivating chansonnier, but to compare the 
tendencies of his writings with those of Mackay, is to do great injustice to 
our coantryman. In speaking of Mackay as a song-writer, we do not take 
into account all his poems which are denominat d lyrical. This term cev- 
tainly means poetry combined with music, but is not actually so applied. 
A song is a lyrical poem, but alyrical poem is not always a song. Anacreon’s 
odes were certainly sung to the lyre, and Horace’s may have been so treated, 
though this seems doubtful ; but modern poets have given the lyrical form to 
verses that were never meant to be sung. Who would dream of singing Words- 
worth’s lyrical ballads?) Walter Scott wrote many things which he meant 
to be, and called songs; but they turned out to be only poems, without the 
essential features of the song. Many of Mackay’s lyrical poems are not songs, 
nor intended as such; and, though the same publication sometimes contains 
pieces of both kinds, without any express distinction, yet the difference be- 
tween them is palpable. The volume entitled “Songs for Music,” is what 
its title indicates; it consists entirely of songs, and includes most (though not 
the whole) of those which have gained the greatest popularity. “ Under 
Green Leaves” is a collection of lyries which includes several beautiful songs 
—most of the “ Ballads and Lyrical Pieces” are capable of musical treat- 
ment, though some of them belong rather to the class of poems; and the 
“Voices from the Crowd” include several inspiring strains, such as “ Clear 
the Way,” and the “Good Time Coming,” which, as songs, have run through 
the length and breadth of the land The volume containing the very strk- 
ing poem, “ The Lump of Gold,” contains also several fine songs; and a great 
number of songs scattered through the columns of the Jllustraled London News, 
have not, we believe, been vet collected. 

We would therefore wish our readers, in forming an idea of Mackay as a 
song-writer, to give their attention to those lyrical pieces which are truly 
and essentially songs. It will be found that they are all animated by the 
spirit which we have endeavored to describe; that their purpose is the 
progress and the welfare of mankind; and that an earnest pursuit of 
this object is accompanied, not only with vigor of thought, but with all the 
lighter graces of a rich imagination. Mackay’s music is not stately nor aus- 
tere. He sweeps the chords of his lyre in endless changes of modulation— 
alternately grand, energetic, passionate, tender, fanciful, and playful. lis 
language is full of manly simplicity ; and every thought and feeling is con- 
veyed with a plainness which contrasts singularly with the affected mysticism 
and obscurity fashionable in modern poetry. His verse is exceedingly sweet, 
flowing, and melodious; and h:sskill in the musical art has given him a com- 
mand over the resourees of rhythm which few English song-writers possess, 
In his happiest effusions he has combined the force of Burns with the elegance 
and polish of Moore.—Zuropean Times, Oct. 2. 


A yearly sum of fifty thousand florins for five years has been allotted by 
the Austrian government for the exterior and iuterior restoration and decora- 
tion of the St. Step! en’s church at Vienna. 
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The German historians and antiquaries (Ludwig Uhland, the veteran poet 
among the number) have met this year at Augsburg. ‘The first day of the 
meeting (15th September) was chosen for the solemn unveiling of the s*atue 
of Hans Jacob Fugger, the roval gift of King Louis of Bavaria, to the city of 
Angsburg. The statue, modelled by Herr Brugger, the Munich sculptor, 
and east in the royal bronze foundry by Her von Miller, is raised on a marble 
pedestal, the frontispiece of which bears the inse:iption: ‘ Hans Jacob Fug- 
ger, Beforderer der Wissenchaft,” while on the opposite side we read: 
* Errichtet von Ludwig L., Konig von Bayern, Herzog, in Schwaben, 1857.” 


The new Berlin edition of the works of Frederick the Great has been 
brought to a close, This edition has been published in two forms: the one 
in quarto (of which only two hundred copies have been printe.l), and the 
other in octavo. The whole comprises thirty volumes, in five sections. of wh ch 
seven volumes are dedicated to history, two to philosophy, five to poetry, three 
to military science, and twelve to the’ correspondence of the King. The last 
volume contains a chronological catalogue of the works of Frederick, as well 
as a critical list of the writings attributed to him. 

The Abbé Migne is well known for his “ Universal Church Library.” He 
has just added to it twenty-five volumes of Greck Patrology, with a Latin 
trauslation ; aud this quarter of a hundred is only an instalment of ano. her 
three quarters of a hundred to come! The work is gigantic, but we hone to 
report upon it when it shall be completed. Meauwhile, for a certain class of 
general readers, the Latin translation of the heavy Greek text will be found 
a very usefnl adjunct ;—for in the ease of many of the authors thus rendered 
the old adage is especially true—Grecum est, et non legitur —Athenceeum. 


The following letter of Bernardin de St. Pierre, addressed to a General of 
the Empire, has just been printed in Paris :—* My dear friend, can you lend 
me five-and twenty Louis! Iam in great want of them, 1 asked the First 
Consul yesterday, but he turned on his heel without answering. 1 was half- 
inclined to apply to Madame Bonaparte, but my courage failed me, and I 
now depend on your friendship.” The fact ia, that the gentle author of 
“Paul and Virginia” was the type ef Jeremy Diddler, and was more active 
in borrowing any odd sums he could get, than in writing. He was the vain- 
est of men, too, this benevolent impostor, ‘1 can’t think,” said he to Bona- 
parte, “ why the savavs have taken no notice of my ‘ Theory of the Tides.’” 
—* Do you know anything of the Differential Cal-ulus#” asked the Consul. 
— Nothing.”—* Well, then, go and study it, and you will be able to answer 
yourself.” —Jdem. 


When Meissonier, the artist, had just lit his cigar at the apris diner of a 
banquet given him by his admirers, he began unconsciously, while talking, to 
draw on the table-cloth with the blackened end of his allumette. The Baron 
de Knyff, the landseape-paiuter, seeing what he was about, continued to put 
hali-burut matches in his way, and with these, Meissonier sketched one of 
the most exquisite of his little male figures, full of nature and vivacity. The 
Baron took away the cloth, purchased it of the landlady of the house, and it 
is now in his own drawing-room, the figure part admirably framed, and the 
remainder of the cloth tastefully arranged as a drapery.—Jdem. 


Baron Humboldt, in an acknowledging answer to a telegraphic congratu- 
lation on his last birthday from the German naturalists assembled at Bonn, 
has communicated to the meeting that a new part of “Cosmos,” (being the 
first section of the fourth and last volume,) is to appear in the course of the 
present mouth, It will contain, in about forty printed sheets, the introduc- 
tory chapters of a detailed description of the various telluric phenomena,— 
thus presenting, with the second section of this volume still to follow, the 
counterpart to the detailed picture of Uranology, as given in the third 
volume,—ZJdem. 

From the Literary Gazette. 

In the last sitting of the Academy of Sciences of Paris, it was announced 
that M. Goldschmidt, the well-known amateur astronomer of that city, dis- 
covered on the 19th September another new planet—making the forty seventh 
“Jittle planet.” The forty-sixth, it will be remembered, was discovered a 
few days before by M. Luther, of the Observatory of Bilk. M. Goldschmidt 
has now discovered as many as eight of the 1 ew planets. 

Dr. Lichtenstein, the Director of the Royal Zoological Museum, who died 
at Kiel the other day, had reached the ripe age of seventy-eight, fifty of 
which he had spent in active duty in one employment Tle was born in 
Hamburg on the 10th of January, 1780, and was chosen in 1811 Professor of 
Zoology at the newly founded museum of Berlin. Le was director of the 

royal Holstein Museum from 1813, and was besides author of a popular book 
of travels in Africa. 

On the 14th ult., the veteran Alexander von Humboldt celebrated his 
89th birthday. 

Baron Liebig, the celebrated chemist, has received the order of Charles 
the Third from the Queen of Spain. 

‘The new museum at Leipsig is now externally compteted ; and the ap- 
pearance of the building, as well as the beauty of the site, render it a very 
inposing object, 


All the poetical and prose works of the celebrated Polish poet, Adam 
Mickiewitz, have hitherto been prohibited in Poland and Russia, but the 
Emp ror Alexander has just ordered that they may henceforth be publicly 
sold for the benefit of his family—with, however, the exception ot such as 
may have been condemned by the censorship as of a dangerous pohtical 
character. 
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The late Eugene Sue commenced, after the revolution of 1848, the publi- 
cation at Paris of a work called the “ Mystéres du Peuple,” in which he un- 
dertook to expose what he considered the unjust hardships to which the 
working classes are, and always have been, subjected. As at that time po- 
litical feeling ran high, his book sold extensively amongst the class for whom 
it was written, /es ouvriers ; but it was disregarded by the wealthier classes, 
and the literary circles, lookiig on it as a mere political machine de guerre, 
paid no attention to it. The Government, however, in 184%, thought fit to 
institute a prosecution of it. For some reason not stated this prosecution 
was not persisted in, and after the coup d'état of 1851 Eugene Sue was exiled. 
In exile, as our readers are aware, he died not very long sinee. It now 
turns out that some time before his death the Government renewed the 
prosecution of the book—including not only Sue himself, but a nobleman 
who had purchased the copyright, aud the printer and the publisher, in the 
prosecution. The death of Sue has not prevented it from continuing these 

roceedings, and we hear from Paris that withiu the last few days, they 

ave resulted in the condemnation of the owner of the copyright te a year’s 
imprisonment and 240/. fine, of the publisher to two months’ imprisoument 
a 804. fine, and of the prioter to a month’s imprisonment and 40/, fine; also 
in the order that all the copies of the book that have been or can be seized 
shall be destroyed, and that no more shall be produced. The reasons as- 
signed by the court for this severe judgmeut is, that the book excites to hatred 
ot the present Government of France, outrages morality and religion, repre- 
sents France as “having been from the oldest times divided into two races, 
one the Frank, conquering and oppressive, the other the Gauls, conquered 
and oppressed,” encourages the people to insurrection, preaches up the red 
flag, excuses secret political societies, &e. 


An expedition from Adelaide, headed by Mr. Goyder, the Government 
surveyor, is stated to have discovered, in the vicinity of Lake Torrens, a fer- 
tile and, for Australia, a well watered country. It is added that there was 
every appearance of this tract extending a good distance into the interior. 


M. Eichhoff, the distinguished French literary antiquary, has just brought 
out at Paris a new edition of his “Tableau de la Littérature du Nord au 
Moyen Age,” which made so much sensation in the learned world on its first 
appearance. This work does for the literature of Northern Europe in the 
middle ages, what the writings of the elder Disraeli have done so amply and 
so well for the ancient literature of our own country. It contains historical 
notices of, criticisms on, and extensive translations from, the productions in 
prose and verse of the Celts, the Goths, and the Finns, the Gauls, the Irish, 
and the Anglo-Saxons, the Normans, the Troubadors, and the German Min- 
nensinger. ‘To have collected his materials, the author must have read and 
re-read, and pondered v’er, not only “ small old volumes dark with tarnish'd 
gold,” but manus«ripts covered with the dust of ages; and he must have 
vossessed a knowledge of la: guages so vast and so varied as to excite aston- 
ishment that it could ever have been gained by one man. To his industry 
and his learning he has added great critical acumen, and not a little of that 
power of evoking the past which marks the able historian orromancer. The 
result is that he has produced a book which is so invaluable as a mine of in- 
formation, that it will enable any one, by a little study, to obtain a fair 
knowledge of the poems, the visions, the songs, the legends, the mythology, 
the manners, and the history, of the peoples of the tar olden time, who formed, 
or have been absorbed in, what are now the great nations of the north. And 
from the spirited narrative with which these matters are accompanied, and 
the sagacious reflections that are made on them, that olden time is, as it 
were, resuscitated with its credulity and folly, its grandeur and meanness— 
in a word, all its vivid reality. . 


The ten leaves of the “ Codex Argentzus,” which about twenty-five years 
since were stolen, and which were only recovered a year ago by the confes- 
sion of the thief on his death-bed, have just been published with explanatory 
notes by Herr Upstrém. 


A small book has lately been published at Wetzlar, called “ Fight small 
Toems by Goethe, published for the first time with explanations, by Theo” 
dore Bergk.” The object of the writer is to prove that these eight poems? 
which originally appeared in the /ris, when under Jacobi’s management, and 
have been always ascribed to v her authors, are the genuine proc .ction of 
Goethe himself Herr Bergk, now Professor of Philology in Halle, resided 
formerly in Freiburg, in the Breisgau, in the library of the university of 
which town all the manuscripts of Jacobi are deposited. The examination 
of these by a mind so penetrating as that of Professor Bergk, has led to this 
curious discovery. 


Herr Schweigger, the learned Professor of Physics in Halle, died on Sep” 
tember 6th. He labured long and successfully in scienee, and is besi known 
to the world by his discoveries in erystal-electricity, and by the construction 
of an electro-magnetic multiplier, which bears his name. 


In Barad, in Kebengebirgen, in constructing a road, the workmen came 
upon the remains of ancient buildings evidently of Roman origin ; they are 
on an immense scale, and seem to have been employed in extensive salt 
works, They probably date from the time of the Emperor Trajan. 


Danish antiquaries have, at different times and with various success, en- 
deavored to refer the names of several distinguished Englishmen to a Scan- 
dinavian original. Nowhere, perhaps, is the evidence for an hypothesis of 
this description more clear than in the case of the gallant General Iavelock, 
who springs from a part of England peopled by the Northmen, and whose 
name has only varied by a letter, since it was horne by that Havelok, the 
Dane, so well known to romance and to archeology. 
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An Athenian journal announces the discovery of the tomb of Hippocrates 
at Arnaoutli, a village in the neighborhood of Pharsalia. At is said that the 
sepulchre was found to contain an effigy of a serpent, W hich had been used 
as a ring. a bronze bust of Hippocrates, and an inscription, testifying that it 
was his place of interment, all of which were sent to Constantinople. We 
must own that we feel dubious as to the truth of the story; it has little ip. 
ternal evidence of probability, and Hippocrates died, not at Pharsalia, but at 
Larissa. 

We omitted to notice last week the death, in the south of France, of the 
Marquis de Custine, author of sundry novels and plays and books of travel. 
One of the latter, on Russia, created immense sensation in Europe some years 
back, and is likely to live in literature as a bold and fearless exposure, by a 
competent authority, of that singular country under Nicholas lL The work 
is the more remarkable from the fact that the Marquis was received as a 
friend by the late Czar, and had a strong sympathy for the autocratic sys- 
tem of government. But what he saw of the Russian court, of Russians, and 
of Russia, filled him with horror and disgust—and he said so, aud gave rea- 
son wWhy.— Literary Gazette.
